A WEAK OPIUM MARKET. 


The opium market appears to be in 
a demoralized condition. Since the 
beginning of the year, and even for 
sometime before, the tendency of 
prices has been steadily downward 
and current quotations are lower than 
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drug, every where. 


In this market there is a full stock 
which is pretty well distributed, 
though large holders are comparative- 
ly few, there being but four or five 
who own one hundred cases or more. 
It is intimated that the present de- 
pression is not altogether the result 
of the conditions prevailing in Smyrna 
and Constantinople, some of the large 
holders being credited with an inten- 
tion to bear the market with the ob- 
ject of concentrating supplies, This 
bears out the views previously ex- 
pressed in these columns, and there 
appears to be some ground for be- 
lieving that it is not purely surmise.

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THE LINSEED OIL SITUATION, 


Considering the spirit of antagonism 
that characterized the relations of the 
linseed crushers prior to the Buffalo 
conference, the agreement relative to 
prices which was reached at that time 
has been pretty well lived up to. There 
have been several cases of cutting, but 
they areclaimed to be the work of out- 
siders, who were not invited to attend 
the meeting, and therefore feel under 
no obligation to maintain prices, At 
the same time, there is not that degree 
of cordiality existing between the 
crushers as a whole, insuring perfect 
concert of action in the attempt to 
maintain values. The different fac- 
tions are watching each other closely, 
and are prepared to take advantage of 
any opportunity that promises the ad- 
vancement of individual interests. It 
requiresall the ability and diplomacy of 
the leaders in this movement to keep 
some of the warring factions in line. 


The trouble, as it is well known, had 
its source in the West, where the con- 
flict of interests bstween the Linseed 
Oil Company and the larger crushers 
who are not connected with that con- 
cern, precipitated a war of rates that 
was temporarily, at least, suspended 
by the understanding reached in Buf- 
falo last week. Whatever benefits may

The situation is a good deal unsettled 
and in a more active state of the mar- 
ket there might possibly have been an 
early end to the attempt to restore val- 
ues. As it is the majority of the crush- 
ers seemed disposed to await the result 
of the meeting to be held in this city 
on the 27th inst. before taking any de- 
cided step toward working out a solu- 
tion of the problem. What is to be the 
outcome of this second conference can 
only be gussed at the present time, but 
those who are working to bring about 
a perfect understanding, express confi- 
dence that the result will not be inimi- 
cal to their plans. 
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PETROLEUM STATISTICS OF 1890. 


The reports of the several pipe lines 
for the month of December complete 
the statistical history for the year, and 
enables us to make comparisons with 
the years preceding that are full of 
suggestive interest. The reports show 
that! our estimates of production, con- 
sumption and probable reduction in 
stocks were approximately correct, al- 
though the production shows an in- 
crease while a decrease had been ex- 
pected. This increase, however, is 
more apparent than real, and if we de- 
duct the average daily production for 
one day, thus giving the same num- 
ber of days for each month, we have a 
decrease of about 50,000 barrels as com- 
pared with the production during the 
thirty days of November. Taking the 
average daily production for the 
two months we find there has been a 
decrease of 1,150 barrels, and this, 
therefore, also confirms our previous 
estimates. The total production for 
the year foots up 29,130,910 barrels, 
while that of 1889 was 21,519,502 bar- 
rels, and that of 1888 was 16,186,290 
barrels. The causes and conditions 
which contributed to this result are 
familiar to our readers, having. been 
fully described throughout the year 
and need not, therefore, be repeated. 


The consumption during the month 
of December, as represented by the 
pipe lines deliveries, amounted to 2,- 
729,505 barrels, which is an increase 
over the November deliveries of 25,750 
barrels, and an increase over those 
during December 1889 of 30,083 barrels, 
and over that of the same month in 
1888 of 318,348 barrels. To show the 
steady increase in consumption a com- 
parison of the figures for the past 
three years is given. The total for the 
past year was 30,628,739 barrels which 
is an increase of 1,155,875 barrels over 
that of 1889, and of 4,158,084 barrels 
over that of 1888. This increase was 
principally due to the natural growth 
of the consumption in this country, 
although there has also been a fair in- 
crease in the shipmeuts to foreign 
countries. 

The reduction in stocks during the 
month of December amounted to 209,- 
064 barrels, the total in the custody of 
the pipe lines at the close of the year 
being 9,295,514 barrels. The reduction 
in stocks during the year reached a 
total of 1,609,269 barrels, or an average 
of 134,105 barrels per month. It will 
be seen that the reduction during De- 
cember largely exceeded the average. 
One month during the year, March, 
showed an increase in stocks, due to 
the increase in production during that 
month and the comparatively light 
consumption. With the exception 
noted the decrease has been going and 
steadily since July, 1887, when the to- 
tal stocks amounted to 32,014,326 bar- 
rels. The total decrease since that 
time, during three and one-half years, 
has been 22,718,812 barrels, or at an 
average rate of over 540,000 barrels per 
month. This large average is,of course, 
due to the decreased production dur- 
ing the shut-down period, during a 
part of which the decrease exceeded 
1,000,000 barrels per month. 


THE MENHADEN INDUSTRY. 


The manufacturers of menhaden oil 
met in annual convention in this city 
last week, but the result of the confer- 
ence was scarcely as encouraging as 
was that of similar meetings in past 
years. The season was a fairly suc- 
cessful one and the average prices real- 
ized on the product were as satisfac- 
tory as the condition of supply and 
demand would admit, but the fisher- 
men have been confronted by circum- 
stances entirely distinct from market 
conditions, which threaten to involve 
the industry in destruction. These 
conditions, although not new, have 
been so emphasized in their power to 
harm the menhaden fishing interests 
during the past season, that those 
engaged in the industry are “allat 
sea” regarding what they may expect 
during the coming year. They are 
hopeful that efforts now being made 
to avert. the threatened disaster 
will be successful, but they 
are doubtful that they can alto- 
gether overcome the _ influences 
brought to bear against them. It is 
generally conceded that the future of 
theindustry largely depends upon the 
result of the seizure case now pending 
in the United States Supreme Court. If 
a decision adverse to the menhaden in- 
terests should be reached by the court 
itis feared that the industry will be 
reduced from an important business, 
employing thousands of people and a 
large capital in the production of a 
valuable article of commerce, to an 
insignificant business providing a 
precarious livelihood for a few people. 
A favorable_decisiem~ will give fres 
impetus to the business and open the 
way for the removal of ob es‘which 
have seriowsly hampered efiterprisein 
recent years,’ | eS 

The consideration of the various 
branches of this subject occupied 
much of the time of the recent meet- 
ing. Of the two most important ac- 
tions taken by the association on Wed- 
nesday that of providing funds to 
meet the expenses of litigation in the 
federal courts, was probably in this 
emergency of greater consequence. The 
question of regulating values so that 
the producers shall be able to obtain 
a fair price on their oil during the 
coming season was of secondary im- 
portance, though in itself a matter of 
great interest to the trade. The plan 
by which it is hoped to prevent the 
demoralization of the market in the 
future is somewhat in the nature of a 
revival of a scheme that was sought 
to be put into operation, though with- 
out success, a few years ago. In this 
case, however, there is more unan- 
imity of opinion as to the advisability 
and necessity of such a step, and al- 
though the details of the plan are not 
yet fully developed it is probable, 
other conditions permitting, that a 
steadier narket and better prices will 
be features of the trade during the 


approaching season.

THE menhaden oil manufacturers 
are determined to get a better price 
for their product and since their 
meeting in this city last week, they 
have concluded that they might as 
well extend their plans for regulating 
the market so as to include the stock 
now onhand. Accordingly they have 
fixed prices that are about two cents 
per gallon above those quoted a week 
ago.

At Charieston, S. C., a company has beep 
organized to establ:sh a lead rolling establish. 
ment, with a capital of $35,000, the purpose of 
which isto roll pig lead and prepare agcij 
chambers for phosphate mills. At present 
there is no such establishment south of Baiti. 
more. The capital stock of the company hy 
been mostly taken up by the owners of phos. 
phate works, as the chief mover in the enter- 
prise is a gentleman who has acquired a repv- 
tation in the business of superintending th 
manufacture of fertilizers. 

A dispatch from Saginaw, Mich., annovinog 
that a resolution has been adopted by the 
Michigon Salt Association to the effect that 
the organization shall cease to exist March 3! 
The cause is said to be that owing to the com- 
petition in the salt maufacturing busines 
throughout the country and the extent of 
production, the association in order to market 
the product, has been forced to sell large 
quantities in certain territory at less than the 
actual cost of the manufactured product, de- 
pending upon the better markets to make up 
the price. 

The Russian Medical Council has prohibited 
the use Of saccharine as a food,and now it can 
only be obtained from chemists in Russia by 
means of a physician's prescription. In Bel- 
gium the customs duty on saccharine, of 140. 
per kilo., bas by royal decree been extended 
to toluolsulphone hydrochlorate, o-toluol- 
sulphamide aid sulphamine benzoates, which 
heretofore were admitted free of duty. By 
a simple chemical process these substances 
were then, on Belgium soil, converted into 
saccharine and the duty on the latter wa 
thus rendered nugatory. 

Mr. F. Massanneau has established head- 
quarters at the Aldrich Building, corner of 
Church and Chambers streets, this city, as the 
direct agent and commercial manager, fcr 
the United States and Canada, of Maurey- 
Deschamps, manufacturer of French brushes 
and combs. This step was undertaken by the 
said well-known firm with the idea of pro- 
tecting mutual interests, by avoiding the 
middleman and giving to the buyer the 
chance of ordering directly from the house. 
He will strictly limit his dealings with the 
wholesale trade, and it is not intendedt 
carry any stock whatsoever except the neces 
sary sample goods. Mr. Massanneau has 
brought many novelties in his line, and hay- 
ing spent ten years at the trade in the facto- 
ries, he will be able to extend all the facilities 
a purchuser may require. 


The failure of James Chaskel, proprietor of 
the Chaskel Chemical Works, and doing busi- 
ness under the style of James Chaskel & Co. 
manufacturer of essential oils, flavoring ex- 
tracts, &c., announced last Thursday, caused 
considerable surprise to the trade, as it was 
generally supposed that he was doing a large 
and profitable business, which he started ia 
1873. The attorney for Mr. Chaskel stated 
that he could not say exactly what the liabili- 
ties would be, but he thought they would 
amount to about $70,000, which included 
mortgages of $30,000 on Peekskill property. 
This real estate was the principal asset. It 
cost originally $85,000, but its value now could 
not be given with any certainty as country 
property was very slow to disnose of, The 
other assets were his stock in trade, probably 
worth $20,000, and outstanding accounts. Mr. 
Chaskel hopes that the assets will be lareé 
enough to cover all liabilities. 


In the Supreme Court, Kings County, ast 
Saturday, the appointment of a receivor Was 
asked for for the firm of Schwalbe, Rea & 00. 
manufacturers of paints in Brooklyn, havins 
an Office in this city, and for an injunction 
restraining William H. Schwalbe from inter 
fering with the business of the house pend- 
ing an action to dissolve partnership, and for 
an accounting. Charles F, Oxley in bis com- 
plaint declared that he had been induced © 
gointo partnership with Schwalbe by false 
He said that he bad already 
lost about $16,000 in the business and that he 
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pelieved that Schwalbe was using the business 
jnaclandestine way to benefit himself and 


others. In his answer Schwalbe specifically 
denied all of Oxley’s allegations, He said 
that the business was prosperous, and he de- 
manded $0,000 damages from Oxley for his 
fallure to carry out an agreement fo turn the 
partnership into a corporation.

Frazier, Myers & Scott drilled their test well 
on the Tillie Logan farm, Jefferson Center, 
through the sand, and itisdry. The late ven- 
tures in this field have not brought very heavy 
returns. 

N. L. Adams and L. C. Turley, of Ports- 
mouth, have incorporated the Southern Oil 
Co., with headquarters at Springville, Ky., 
for the purpose of sinking gas and oil wells. 
The capital stock is $50,000.

P. M. Schneidan, Ferdinand streuby, E. B. 
Goelet and others have incorporated at New 
Orleans, La., the Sunset Oil Co., to sink oil 
and gas wells, etc. The capital stock is 
$3,000,000, the president, P. M. Schneidan, and 
the vice-president, E. B. Goelet. 


The Brown Oil Company, at a meeting held 
some days ago, declared a dividend of one per 
cent. on $500,000 for the month of December. 
This company operates in the Belmont field, 
and the production of the wells controlled by 
them aggregates 17,000 barrels per month. 

The papers for fourteen leases of land in 
Little Beaver township, Lawrence county, 
have been filed at the court house at New 
Castle. The Duke Center Oil Company, of 
Butler ccunty, is the lessee of all the farms, 
and the number of acres in each runs from 100 
to 150. 

The nitro-giycerine makers and torpedo 
men of the oil fields, in a meeting held at 
Bradford last Wednesday night, organized a 
protective union for their mutual benefit. 
This union will extend over Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, New York and West Virginia oil fields. 
The effect will be to hold prices of “shots” 
steady. 

Special execution attachments were issued 
last week against the Chartiers Valley Gas 
Company, the lines and wells of which are 
leased by the Philadelphia Gas Company, ina 
number of cases, with orders to the sheriff to 
at once levy upon the pump houses, pipe 
lines and all machinery belonging to that 
company. 

On January 16 the pipe line from the Eureka 
field, which crosses tne ridge a short distance 
below Mannington, W. Va., burst, and an im- 
mense amount of oil flowed into Buffalo 
creek. Late in the evening it was set on fire 
by some one, and wp to the present time has 
destroyed the Maryland and Ohio river turn- 
pike bridge at Pine Grove. 


On January 16 oil was struck in the well on 
the Bleeker farm, situated five miles south- 
west of Mannington, W. Va. The hole filled 
40 feet with oilin ten minutes after tapping 
the pay sand; it was then shut down to make 
connections. This well is three miles ahead 
of any developments and was a surprise even 
tothe owners. This strike is of importance to 
the field, and is owned by the Logan Oil Co. 


The Congo, W. Va., field, as now developed, 
shows that out of eight wells drilled there are 
five dry and three producers. The field is lo- 
cated in West Virginia, across the Ohio river 
from Wellsville. It was opened up about two 
months ago by the Obio Valley Natural Gas 
Compeny and others by striking a flowing well 
of 40-barrel capacity on the Hamilton Bros.’ 
farm, This was followed shortly after by 
their No. 3, on the same fam, which has a pro- 
duction of 30 tarrels per day, their No. 2 being 
adry hole. The oil found here is amber, and 








is the same as the Smith's Ferry and Turkey- 
foot oils. In the valley the wells are about 700 
feet deep, while on the hills the rocks are 
found at from 1,100 to 1,200 feet. The terri- 
tory is treacherous, and spotted. 


Another use for naphtha is shown in the 
following method of making paper transpar- 
ent for copying drawings as adopted by the 
Austrian Hydrographic Bureau: The sheet 
of paper, having been placed over the drawing 
to be copied, is ligotly rubbed with a ball of 
cotton saturated with pure benzine. The 
tracing can then be readily made, owing to 
the transparency produced, and the benzine, 
on evaporating, leaves the paper opaque, as 
before, and perfectly odorless. 


The oil company at Philippi, W. Va., have 
an anomaly in their well, No.1, on the Talt.ott 
farm. At about 800 feet deep a small vein of 
salt water was encountered; at 1,022 feeta 
considerable show of gas and oil in a very 
dark, nearly black, sand, accompanied by a 
very heavy flow of salt water. The well was 
cased to 1,175 feet and drilled dry to 1,274 feet. 
At this point the drill revealed a sand, appar- 
ently a fine oil-bearing one, but as scon as the 
sand was struck a very heavy flow of fresh 
water was encountered. This is so strong 
that it flows from the mouth of the well at the 
rate of about 500 barrels a day. 
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DR. JUSTUS WOLFF. 


Justus Wolff, Ph.D., died at his home, Union 
Hill, N. J., January 10th, of pneumonia, aged 
fitty four years. In his death the chemical 
world loses an accomplished scientist. Dr. 
Wolff was born in Mutterstadt, Rhenish Ba- 
varia, May 10th, 1836. He was educated in the 
schools of Ansbach, under Wittstein, to whom 
he became warmly attached and with whom 
he remained for some time as assistant, being 
associated with him in editing his quarterly 
reports. He subsequently went to the Poly- 
technic School at Nuremberg, where he 
studied physics with the celebrated Ohm, and 
chemistry in its technical applications with 
other noted teachers. After graduation 
there he went to Munich, where he studied 
under Liebig, and thence to Weisbaden where 
he remained for some time a student and as- 
sistant of Fresenius. Thereafter he wasem- 
ployed as technical chemist in Switzerland 
and Germany, principally in the aniline in- 
dustries, in the development ot which he was 
one of the pioneers. He afterward went to 
England, where he pursued his researches in 
this branch of chemistry. Among his discov- 
eries in this line of work may be mentioned 
nigrosine, “night blue,” and the first fast yel- 
low to work without a mordant. He was also 
the inventor of photographic processes tor 
transferring patterns upon fabrics. 


Dr. Wolff came to the United States about 
ten years ago, as chemist to the Albany Ani- 
line works. From Albany he removed to 
New York, and was engaged by the Govern- 
ment as chemical expert in its celebrated 
suit against certain importers of aniline col- 
ors,in which some miilions were saved the 
country largely through the evidence he 
brought forward. He later went into 
chemical manufacturing for himself and 
had for several years been associated 
with Seabury & Johnson in the _ pro- 
duction of hydronaphthol, one of bis 
latest and most important discoveries. He 
had devoted some time to the perfection of 
processes for obtaing metallic aluminium, and 
at the time of his death was completing some 
work on synthetical products of the aromatic 
seriés by processes of his own invention. 
Chemical literature owes many valuable con- 
tributions to his pen. His devotion toscience 
was such that he failed to realize the commer- 
cial value ot many of his discoveries, and we 
understand that fortunes have been made by 
certain European manufacturers, of which in 
justice he should have had a large share. His 
life was for others rather than for himself. A 
more perfect gentleman we have never met. 


He wasa brother of Dr. Lawrence Wolff, 
of Philadelphia, and leaves a wife and two 
sons,—Mr. Herman E. L. Wolf, and Dr, Chas. 
F. Wolff, surgeon on the Royal Mail steam- 
ship, Maasdam., Fain would we add words of 
comfort to those of his immediate family who 
have been so suddenly plunged into deepest 
affliction, but words so inadequately expres- 
sive of his real worth, can count as nothing 
in their great sorrow, in which, with a host of 
friends, we join them in sincerest sympathy.

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A Proposition to Prevent the Cutting 
of Prices on Proprietary Articles. 


In view of the approaching meeting of the 
conference committee on the prevention of the 
cutting of prices, M. N. Kline chairman of the 
committee on proprietary goods of the N. W. 
D. A., and a representive of that body in the 
conference committee,has issued the following 
circular letter: 


There have recently been submitted by 
various parties a number of plans calculatea 
to remedy the cutting evil, which has now 
become so general that the sales at retail of 
proprietary medicines have, in many sections, 
become entirely profitiess. All these plans, 
so far as I have seen them mentioned, are 
similar to the Campion plan, abandoned in 
1885. The machinery of all is too cumber- 
some, and the weak link in the chain that 
holds each is the unfaithful retailer or jobber. 
One such in each hundred would render all 
these plans utterly valueless. Yes! worse than 
valueless—positively harmful to the ninety- 
nine honest ones. 

Can we afford to build on such a bed of 
sand? I believe not. Another failure such 
as we experienced in the Campion plan,would 
do so incalculable harm to the cause, Is there 
no remedy? I believe there is. 

The following plan I advocated at a meet- 
ing held in New York City in 1883, attended by 
afew prominent proprietors and representa- 
tivee of all the principal wholesalers in that 
city,and Henry Canning, then representing 
the National Retail Druggists’ Association in 
embryo. 

As soon as it was made public, the retailers 
hooted it down—tirst, because of the increase 
in cost of the articles so sold. Would it not 
pay to invest 20 per cent. additional to secure 
this profit, rather than lose allas now? Sec- 
ond, because it involved them in risks of losing 
part of these coupons, or by pussible failure 
of proprietors issuing them before the time of 
redemption. 

Let us suppose this to be very large, say 25 
per cent., and this is not probable (I will 
guarantee that it will not be 10 per cent.). 
Would the retail druggist not be better off 
than now, when in most localities he loses 
ninety-nine per cent. ? 

At that time, the need for protection was 
not sufficiently felt in retail ranks generally 
for its members to wish to take even these 
risks. I am convinced that now the feeling is 
different. Whether I am correct or not will 
be demonstrated by the responses from them.

It is the 
oldest on record, and has been in practical 
operation on one article of limited sale for 
many years: 

Let the manufacturer attach to each pack- 
age of his preparation a coupon representing 
say 50 per cent. of its retail price. Let this 
amount ke added by him to his dozen selling 
limit. To illustrate:Say A’s sarsaparille, price 
now $8 per dozen would under this plan be

Boston Notes. 


{Special correspondence of the O11, PAINT 
AND DrvuG REPORTER.) 
Boston, Jan. 17, 1891. 

There has been a sudden jump upward in 
the price of linseed oil, owing, it is said, to an 
understanding between the National Oil As- 
sociation and the other crushers. Perhas the 
advance was justified, as the price of oil 
seemed to be lower than was remunerative. 
But from all indications, if indications go to 
show which way the wind blows, even at 
present prices, buyers had better not delay 
making their spring purchases. This is the 
way things look in this market. 

The turpentine market is comparatively 
quiet, [thas varied not exceeding one cent 
per gallon, for several days. Higher prices 
are looked for within a short time, or as soon 
as there is more of a demand, which is ex- 
pected soon to vccur. 

White lead has declined, as was expected it 
would, hence no one was surprised when the 
decline came. 

Messrs. Charlies Richardson & Co. are making 

extensive improvements in their counting 
room. This firm has received an official no- 
tification from Secretary Alfred Bicknell, of 
the Massachusetts Charitable Mechanic Asso- 
ciation, confirming their award, and asking 
for instructions as to the wording of the 
same. Indeed, all the exhibitors who re- 
ceived awards are in receipt of such notifica- 
tion. 
& The meeting of the National Master Paint- 
ers’ Association, which will be held in this 
city in February, will be a notable gathering, 
in that it will bring into contact the jobbing 
trade with their heaviest and most direct con- 
sumers. Of course, being a national affair, 
this does not apply to the dealers of Boston 
exclusively; nevertheless, it will be an occa- 
sion which the trade will not be backward 
about availing themselves of, and they will 
endeavor to bevome acquainted with many of 
their customers who are not personally known 
to the heads of firms.

fore is really a kind of guano, which it much

I looked down 
at the floor of the cave, and saw that we had 
been walking upon a bed of guano, which, my 
black guide said, varied from six or eight in- 
ches to three feet in thickness. I axamined 
some of the guano which had the appearance 
of being very strong and rich. It was only 
near the opening that the old excavations had 
been made, but here there still remains thou- 
sands and thousands of tons of rich guano un- 
disturbed.

Recent Customs Decisions, 


The Treasury Department has further ad- 
hered to its recent decision concerning the 
assessment of duty on merchandise imported 
from countries having a paper currency 
claimed to be depreciated, which decision is 
to the effect that invoices made out in such 
currency, must, under the statute, be con- 
sidered as made out in the standard coin of 
the foreign country of exportation, the value 
of which is fixed by proclamations of the 
Secretary of the Treasury. Collector Beard 
of Boston made this the occasion of a per- 
son?l interview with Secretary Windom the 
other day and the subject has been thorough- 
ly discussed in correspondence. The Depart- 
ment’s views are in accord with those of the 
collector, in effect that the only currency 
under law isa metallic one; that is, foreign 
coin whose value is expressed in United States 
money, the consequence being that the value 
of such coin must be taken as a basis for the 
assessment of duty on imported merchandise. 
Secretary Windom has requested the Secre- 
tary of State to direct consular officers in 
countries were depreciated paper currency is 
in circulation (as, for instance, Turkey and 
the Argentine Republic) to decline to issue 
any further certificates of depreciation of 
such currency and to notify shippers of goods 
intended foe the United Stgtes that their in- 
voices in future must be made out at the coin 
value of the merchandise at the time and 
in the country of exportation.

CHICAGO, Jan. 17, 1891. 

The market is quotable at the figures de- 
termined upon by the Buffalo conference. 
In other words, the market is nominally quo- 
table at 5lc, and while there are rumors of 
cheaper oil, these cannot be traced to any 
authentic source. There seems to be a good 
inquiry for oil—the demand being fully up to 
the average for the season,even if not slightly 
in excess. Apart from immediate wants, 
buyers show a disposition to absent them- 
selves from the market. A comparatively 
conservative view of the situation forces one 
to the conclusion that the local trade is so far 
appreheusive of a free and open market on 
linseed oil that they satisfy immediate nec- 
essities. Every one hopes for a steady mar- 
ket, but no one feels positively assured that 
it is a certainty. 

There is, however, One subject on which 
crushers and jobbers seem to be apart. The 
agitation of the question of the adulteration 
of linseed oil touches producers in a tender 
spot. Virtually, the dilemma is this,—The 
jobbers are doubtful whether or not they are 
getting unadulterated oil and—per centra— 
the crushers stoutly maintain that if any 
adulteration takes place, it happens atter the 
product leaves the presses. It is by no means 
difficult for the National Assocsation to adopt 
resolutions in this regard; it is far harder to 
trace the adulteration to its ultimate source. 
One thing may be set down as absolutely cer- 
tain. Just so long as a.judicious use of alkali 
it presents 
the appearance of a product worth at least 3c 
per gallon more, just so long will there be a 
temptation for jobbers to manipulate goods 


received, 
Oil cake shows no particular activity. There 


still exists a fair local inquiry for meal, while 


the demand for cake from abroad continues 
toimprove. Chicagu crushers would be glad 
to meet the views of foreign buyers, had they 
not already anticipated their entire output in 
the way of sales of futures, so far ahead that 
they have really nothing left to offer.

Subsequently there was a reaction to 
455c, the market closing quiet but steady at 
that figure. In the West business has been 
brisk.

A current rumor is to 
the effect that a dividend of one per cent will 
be declared, but it is authoratatively an- 
nounced that the report is not founded upon 
any Official intimation of what will be done, 
Annual meetings of the varic us companies in 
the Trust are being held and an official of 
that institution is in attendance’ to 
secure reports and other data for the 
guidance of the president of the Trust in 
making up his annual report on the condition 
of the industry. Much gossip has been occa- 
sioned by the report that the late president of 
the Southern, of St. Louis, who retired about 
a year ago from that position, as we)l as from 
the Trust, is to be re-elected to his old office 
in the company. It is reported that his 
elevation to thia position follows as a 
result of his abandonment of plans 
to erect and operate a large plant in St. J.ouis, 
independently of the Trust. The report, so 
far a8 the re-election goes, is confirmed 
officially, as the additional statement is made 
that building of the works, upon which oper- 
ations were ulready begun, will stop. Return- 
jog to a discusion of market conditions, the 
outlook is considered unusually bright, as 
buyers, having long expected a _ decline, 
have taken little lead for some time past, 
and will have to buy freely to meet

New York Painters’ Convention. 

The fifth annual convention of the Master 
Painters and Decorators’ Association of the 
State of New York was held in the City of 
Buffalo, on January 14 and 15. 

President John Palmer, of Albany, N. Y., 
occupied the chair, and all the officers of the 
association were in attendance. Mayor Bishop, 
of Buffalo, made the address of welcome. A 
number of interesting papers were read, and 
that on the subject of “Exterior Stains” ex- 
vited considerable discussion. It was stated 
that there was onlyone good stain on the 
market, but the name of the manufacturer 
was not given out. Creosote and mineral oil 
stains were condemned.

The Influence of “ Neutral” Solvents. 

Although it has frequently been observed 
that the velocity of chemical action is infiu- 
enced by so-called neutral solvents, only very 
recently has any attempt been made system- 
atically to study this influence. Now, how- 
ever, Menschutkin, who has distinguished 
himself in allied fields of investigation, has 


taken up this subject and has determined the 
velocity of combination of triethylamine and 
ethyl iodide in twenty-three solvents. His 
results are as follows: 

1, The reaction is slowest in hydrocarbons 
and —— ethers; and then come the esters, 
the alcohols and, finally, the ketones. If we 
represent the coefficient of velocity in the 
case of hexane as 1, it is 4°2 with ethyl ether, 
123°9 with ethyl acetate, 2U3'3 with ethyl alco- 
hol and 3877 with acetone 

2, When homologues are used as menstrua 
the velocity is greatest with that having the 
smallest molecular weight, and vice versa. 
With methy! alcohol it is 286°6, and with ethyl 
alcohol 203°3; with anisol it is 223°9, and with 
phenetol 117°7 (hexane = 1). 

8, When two menstrua resemble each other 
otherwise, the velocity is greater with that 
having a “double bond."”” The benzene condi- 
tion seems to favor high velocities, and so 
does, even more markedly, the naphthalene 
condition. k is equal to 2033 with ethyl! alco- 
hol. and 240°5 with ally) aleohol. It is equal 
to 150 with brombenzene,jand 627 with a-brom- 
naphthalene, 

4. Chlorine derivatives give greater values 
fork than the hydrocarbons themselves, and 
smaller values than bromine derivatives. The 
Value of k with benzine being 3o°2, it is 128 with 
chlorbepzine, and 150 with brombenzine. 

These results show that the influence of 
solvents on the yvelccity of chemical action 
depends upon their chemical and not upon 
their physical properties, and that similar 
effects are produced by similar changes in the 
menstrua and in the reagents, An illustra- 
tion will make this clear, The velocity is 
greater if methy! alcohol is used asa solvent 
than if ethyl alcohol is so employed, and it is 
greater with methy!] iodide as a reagent than 
With ethyl iodide. This similarity seems to 
show that solution in organic solvents is not 
Purely mechanical, but is, perhaps, as com- 
Plicated as solution in water, and strengthens 
the view that solution is but the first phase of

This stock is variously reported 
to have been released by second hand», and by 
crushers who were not invited to purtici- 
pate in the recent conference, but, how- 
ever that might be its sale has bad the 
effect of unsettling confidence in the stability 
of the recentagreement. Speculation is rife 
just now as to what will be the result of the 
meeting on the 27th inst. There is an 
evident attempt to throw cold water on the 
plans of those who are endeavoring to restore 
yalues to @ sound basis, but those who are 
most interested expect the best results, and 
claim that any statements pro or con as to the 
provable outcome are mere conjecture. 

Cotton seed oils have maintained the upward 
tendency noted in our report last week, and 
during the past day or two crude oil has been 
quite active at advancing prices, and we 
should suppose that the bulk of the stock in 
store had been cleared out. Wedo not know 
of any prime oil offering at the moment, and 
holders of new would probably ask 29c or more, 
andeven the lowest grades testing down to 
74% would probably bring 2lc or better. The 
sales reported are 300 bbis prime oil to arrive 
at 28c; 120 bbls ex-store at 28c,and a round lot 
of nearly 1,000 bbis ex-store at a private price, 
probably at considerably above 28c; 250 bbis off 
crude, ex dock, at 21}¢c; 300 bbis do, ex 
dock, at 22c, and 50 bbis, testing about 
2s, ab 25c. Late to-day we heard of 
a sale Of 500 bbls in New Orleans at 
not less than 238c here, Refined summer 
yellow has been comparatively dull and is 
relatively cheaper than crude and should 
appreciatein price if crude remains strong. 
There has been some inquiry for export and 
at 254% @2sc the grades suitable for shipment 
could be sold but retiners cannot afford to 
sellat these figures and generally ask from 
%c up to 28c. Prime oil is held at 33c but ship- 
pers bid about 32@3244c. The sales in jobbing 
lots reach, perhaps, 1,000 bbis at 2614@28c, 100 
bbls red to-day at 26c and 300@500 bbis dark 
redata lower price not given. The exports 
areexceptionally large as will be seen by our 
tables published below. 

We are in receipt of the following from our 
New Orleans correspondent : 

There isso little matter of interest in the 
cotton seed business to mention that 1 have 
not found it worth while to trouble you with a 
letter. But on reading the articie on “Cotton 
Seed Oil Industry” in your Jast issue, it re- 
minded me that I should acknowledge yvur 
letter of December. That article covers al) 
that could be said on the subject, and is very 
ably compiled and I[ think correct in the main. 
The present season, however, will not be a 
profitable one for the crushers, as the quanti- 
ty of seed is greatly curtailed by the low price 
which the mills have had to fix in order to off- 
set the uoprecedentedly low prices of oil. The 
average price paid for seed to the farmer is $6 
per ton, whereas last season it was $i2. There- 
fore the outlaying or distant seed from trans- 
portation is not available, as the price will not 
justify hauling it to market. This will shorten 
the crush very materially, and leave the bulk 
of the seed in hands of planters, eicher to be 
used as a fertilizer at home, or abandoned as 
worthless. As stated in the above article, the 
first part of the season was wet and warm, thus 
causing the seed to spoil in the flelds, or gin- 
houses after picking. The milis having 
strugg'ed through that part of the season, 
now find the better partof the seed crop 
beyond their reach on account ot price. The 
poor quality of early oil, together with the 
Congressional agitation of the lard bill, have 
combined to put oil to so low a figure that it 
seems almost impossible to recover, There- 
fore a great many mills have shut down, pre- 
ferring this to a@ continued struggle against 
such odds. Owing to the high price of corn 
and shortness of the crush, cake and 
meal have maintained their full value as 
compared with last year, but this is 
but a partial return to the crushers, and does 
balance the loss on oil. However, some good 
Will come out of this session’s business, as it 
will convince the farmers that cotton seed has 
to take ita chances with other products, and is 
only worth its relative value to the manufac- 
tured products. And the mill men, many of 
Whom are new in the business, will gain wis- 
dom from their ex perience and only buy seed 
When there is a visible profit ahead. il must 
improve in price as the season advances, 
simp!y from shortness, and I look fora profit- 
able business for those who will take advan- 
tage of the present low prices.

Yellow 3uc, nominal; soap stock lec. Seed on 
levee is quoted $9 per ton, and is coming fo r- 
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ward slowly on account of the low price. Cot- 
tonseed mea] is held at $2250 per ton.

Cocoanut Oils, &c. 

There is no ehange in the position of Ceylon 
oil except that stocks on the spot are becom- 
ing more concer trated and prices are a shade 
firmer. There is a fair jobbing trade in prog- 
ress, which is satisfied at 7@7!4, as to quantity 
and style of package. The non-arrival of the 
Ringleader, which was reported off the coast a 
few days ago, has caused great apprehension 
for her safety. She bas about 800 tons on board. 
Cables to hand report a firm market at Ceylon, 
and for shipment January, March, May or 
March to June, could probably not be done 
under 65{c, as several offers of 6}<c, sellers op- 
tion of shipment within the months named 
above, have been declined. Reports indicate 
that stocks all over the Continent are light, 
and that heavy orders are in the hands of Cey- 
loa agents, which will in a measure prevent 
any immediate decline in prices. London 
stocks are also becoming reduced, and at the 
close 7}44c was the lowest price named for Feb- 
ruary steamers, Cochin oil is in better request 
in a jobbing way, and we get sales of 25 tons 
at 856@834, as to quantity and holder. 

Palm Oil—Only a moderate demand is re- 
ported for the lots recently to hand by steamer 
from London at 634@63gc, as to quantity and 
holder. 

Olive Oil.—There is rather more demand re- 
ported for spot lots though the price is a 
shade lower on the spot, now being quoted at 
65@t7o ag to quantity and holder with sales of 
12) bbis reported within the range. For ship- 
ment January is no longer obtainable while 
for February up to April 63c is nominally 
quoted with no business of any consequence 
reported. Olive soap stock is still concen- 
trated and held firm at 6%c at which only a 





moderate trade is reported. For January and 
forward shipments 5}éc is aamed, with almost 
no demand reported, consequently it is hard 
to say what would be accepted upon a prompt 
offer. 


Animaiand Fish Olis. 
Lard oil remains on a steady basis, but the 
movement is light. City is quoted at 4914@50c 
and Western at 4844@49c. 


Menhaden oil bas advanced. As stated else- 
where, the manufacturers at their recent 
meeting appointed a committee to formulate 
a plan whereby all the oil made next season 
may be sold at a profitable and uniform 
price. Although nothing has yet been defi- 
nitely decided upon, it is understood that con- 
siderable progress has been made toward the 
consummation of the scheme. Since the 
meeting the principal holders have got to- 
gethor and fixed prices for the stock now on 
hand at 27c for light and 25c for brown oil. 
Three of the holders are said to be practically 
out of the market, as they refuse to entertain 
bids below 30c. The pressers claim to have 
enough stock to last for several months, and 
therefore decline to pay these prices. ‘Conse- 
quentiy, no business has been done since our 
last. It is reported that at the time of the 
meeting an offer of 25c was made for all the 
stock on hand, but was declined. Several 
features of the situation are discussed in our 
editorial columns, 


The pressed oils sympathizing with crude 
are firmer. Dealers are not urging their 
stock, and as buyers are indifferent, business 
for spot delivery isslow. There is said to be a 
considerable inquiry for forward delivery,but 
dealers will only entertain orders for spot 
goods, Light pressed is now held at 2c, 
straits at 26c and bank at 25c. 

Cod oil is very scarce. It is understood that 
all the available stock of Provincetown oil, 
about 200 bbis, has been bought up, 36c being 
paid for part of it. Prime Newfoundland 
costs 42c now to Jaw down here, and for do. 
mestic grades 30@35c is quoted as to quality 
and holder. 

Crude sperm oil has been quiet during the 
week. New Bedford holders still name 72c as 
an inside price. There is nostock of crude 
whale oil in New Bedford yet, and prices are 
nominal. The manufactured oils are quiet 
but steady. 
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Mineral Oils. 

Trade has not been active this month thus 
far. The heavy paraffines are well sold ahead, 
but the lighter grades are in fair supply 
Black oils are not very active. 





Oil Cake. 

Supplies of western cake remain limited, 
the bulk of the stock that is not being con- 
sumed in the West, going abroad on through 
bills of lading. A sale of 200 tons on the spot 
is reported at $24. We hear of no business in 
city cake on thespot. Cables from London 
report an advancing market, the last sales re- 
ported there being £7 12s 6d ex ship for Cal- 
cutta seed cake, and £6 15s for domestic. Ex- 
treme cold weather and the lack of other 
feeding stuffs are named as the causes of the 
advance on the other side. 





Wax, Lard, Tallow, Etc. 

Refined paraffine wax, asthe result of the 
extreme scarcity previously referred to, has 
advanced haifa cent per pound the quota- 
tions being 734c for 116° m. p., 74c for 120°, 8 
for 126°, 8c for 130° and 9c for 135°. There 
isa considerable inquiry but the views of 
holders, coupled with the scarcity of supplies 
prevents business. 

Crude lard has been unsettled with a down- 
ward tendency. The closing price for west- 
ern steam was 644c. Refined was dull at 
6 10@6 65c. 

Taliow is slow of sale but remains steady at 
45¢0 for prime city.

The Petroleum Region of the 
Caucasus. 


“The oil was here; the oil was there; the oil 
was allaround.” If I were asked to describe 
Baku in as few words as possible I might take 
those lines of “The Ancient Mariner,” as 
altered to suit the circumstances, as a fit pic- 
ture of the great oil region of the Caucasus. 
Baku lives and moves in oil; the air reeks of 
it; the earth is saturated with it. The politics 
of Baku begin and end with oil. “Oil is 
rising,” “Oil is firm,” or “Oil is falling,” are 
the terms in which Baku expresses its aspira- 
tions, its satisfaction, or its fears, Just now 
the barometer of oil stands at an uncertain, 
not tosay unsatisfactory, point. Things are 
not so smooth as things oily should be. There 
is more fear than satisfaction in the Baku 
mind at present. Some wells have dried up 
of late, others show symptoms of giving up, 
while only a comparatively small number of 
the older wells continue a normal yield; of 
flowing wells there are only a very few, and 
they may stop at any moment. So the sink- 
ing of new wells goes on without intermis- 
sion, with more or less successful results, im 
order that the numerous works in which so 
much capital has been invested may not fall 
into complete ruin. As it is, some of the 
small people are going under, and it is only 
the big ones who can keep up full steam. But 
everyone is talking of the day when oil will 
cease in Baku, and the town which is now 
gradually spreading itself over the treeless, 
waterless steppe on the shore of the Caspian, 
will return to the condition of a village. But 
there is said to be oil at Cape Apsheron under 
the headland that juts out into the Caspian to 
the north, and it is proposed, I hear, to sink 
trial wells there. If the result is good Baku 
may yet renew its lease of life for an indefinite 
period. 


During my stay here I have had an oppor- 
tunity of going over the Liasonoff establish- 
ment which worked up over four miliions of 
poods of crude oil during the past year. These 
works, as are most of the distilling and refin- 
ing establishments, are situated in the Black 
Town, as it is called, about half-an-hour’s 
drive from Baku. Here the crude naphtha 
which Ils brought in pipes from Balachani 
and Sabundji, and Romani, on the oil-field, is 
passed through the various processes required 
to produce the clear liquid with which nearly 
every household in Europe is familiar. The 
distillation is performed in huge boiler-shaped 
retorts,each heated by a jet of combined 
steam and mazut, so that there is little or no 
dirt, as would be the case if coal had to be 
employed. Most of the machinery about the 
works is English,says the traveling correspond- 
ent of the Daily News, and was highly spoken 
of by the manager, who at the same time 
expressed surprise that English firms took no 
trouble to be represented at Baku, or to ex- 
pose their manufactures, but left the field 
clearto the Germans, whose agents overrua 
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the country. Inthe matter of piping alone | 
there-is a large business to be done, for the 
length employed to bring the naphtha from 
Balachani, Sabunji,and Romani, the nearest | 
of which is over eight versts from the Black 
Town, is measured by hundreds of miles.Some 
American machinery of a special kind is also 
employed in the refineries. Baku naphtha 
yields only some 33 per cent. of illuminating 
oil,so that the refuse or mazut amounts to 
two-thirds of the produce of the wells. This 
is stored in vast reservoirs holding millions of 
poods, from which it is drawn as required for 
local consumption or exportation. The chief 
interest of the locality is, however, not in the 
distilleries, but in the oil field, which, after 
all one has heard and read of it, is compara- 
tively limited in extent. An hour’s drive 


from the Black Town across the bleak looking

TUESDAY EVENING, Jan. 20, 1891. 


The course of the market during the weeek 
under review has been discouraging to those 
who had hoped for a permanent improvement 
in values to follow as aresult of the bullish 
features contained in the monthly pipe lines’ 
statements, but the Wildwood field having 
added several gushers, which have brought the 
production of that field up to over 15,000 bbls 
per day, the regular traders have apparently 
taken alarm, and the result has been a lower 
range of prices. The situation, however, ta- 
ken as a whole, does not show any material 
change; in fact the deliveries continue to ex- 
ceed the runs, although not to the ex- 
tent they did during December. It is 
believed that the producers are marketing 
their oil promptly, and that this, in a 
measure at least, accounts for the increased 
runs. On the local exchange the dealings are 
mainly confined to operations between the 
regular loiterers about the ring,and are in- 
tluenced more by the course of events on the 
Bedford and Oil City exchanges than on field 
reports, although the incoming uf new wells 
tends to stir a small bear clique into signs of 
life while reports of dry holes or decreasing 
production are apparently regarded with in- 
difference and fail to influence the market. 
All hope of interesting outside operators has 
apparently been abandoned in Pittsburgh 
where a sale is a rare occurrence, while ef- 
fortson the local exchange to induce new 
business have thus far availed naught. Al- 
though the month is more than half gone the 
indications are someweat uncertain, though 
itis not probable that January will show so 
large a reduction in stocks as did December. 
The later operations in the fields indicate thet 
the monthly report will show an increase in 
new production, although the number of new 
wells completed will probably be smaller. 
This will doubtiess tend to encourage drilling 
operations notwithstanding the low prices 
which prevail, and may result in an early ac- 
tivity in operations which may, in turn, en- 
tirely change the conditions. No features of 
interest are to be noted in Buckeyes beyond 
the fact that production and_ con- 
sumption are drawing nearer together, 
white trading continues very dull. 
The transactions during the past week show 
an increase over those of the previous week, 
the sales footing up 361,000 bbis (341,000 N. T. 
and 20,000 B.), against 160,00 bbis for the 
preceding week. The clearances of the 
local exchange amounted to 772,000 
bbis, against 414,000 bbis during the 
preceding week. The total clearances re- 
ported for the other three exchanges 
amounted to 2,424,000 bbls, against 3,190,000 
bbls for the preceding week. The highest 
price of the week was recorded on Wednesday, 
when 7414c was reached. The lowest point 
of the week was 7234c, and was touched 
Friday. The opening price last Wednes- 
day was 74!4c and the close this evening was 
at 73)4c, showing a loss of ‘4c as the result of 
the week’s trading, while the extreme range 
of fluctuations for the week was lic. The 
highest price for Buckye certificates was 22c, 
reached on Wednesday, and the lowest was 19c, 
touched on Wednesday. The opening price 
last Wednesday was 2ls¢c and the close this 
evening was at 2U!4c, showing a loss of 14c for 
the week under an extreme range of varia- 
tions of 3c. 


In Butler County a new field has been iocat- 
ed which has beer christened Let-Her-Go-Gal- 
lagher, on the extreme northwest corner of 
Franklin and southwest corner of Brady town- 
ship, on Muddy Creek, being about eight miles 
north of the old hundred-foot developments. 
The status of the field at present is two wells 
on the Daniel Shaner farm in the northwest 
corner of Franklin township, muking 30 bbls 
per day. One well ison the next farm south 
of Shaner’s—English heirs—showed for a 10-bb] 
well; one well on the Snyder farm had good 
sand and will make 10 to 15 bbls. when 
shot. Another well was drilled on the east 
side of the Shaner farm, but the show was not 
satisfactory where they expected the oil, and 
was drilled on down into the hundred-foot. 
It would have made a 5-bb). well if shot* 
Three-quarters of a mile east and a little 
north, on the Allen farm, a well was recently 
completed with a show of oil in the hundred- 
toot in two places; good sand. Several years 
ago a well was drilled on the Nellie Haines 
farm, two miles north and a little west of 
present developments, that had a good show of 
oiland gas. The gas still burns at the mouth 
of the well. Then two miles nertheast, a 
well was drilled that had a good enough show 
to warrant it being tubed and tested, but had 
b2en drilled into the salt water 1n the hundred- 
foot and could not be exhausted,and was aban- 
doned, There is room here for a field three 
miles north and south, and one mile east and 
west, between wells that showed oil, which, 
allowing for edges, will still leave room for a 
pool two miles by haifamile. It is probably 
not gusher territory, but will be good for 10 
to 50 bbl wells, and will be staying territory. 
The oil comes from the Berea pzrit, which 
i3 a very’ persistent sand in Butler 
county, and has proved to be very pro- 
lific in many localities. It is called the gas 
sand in the hundred foot field, eight miles 
south, and is about 40 to 50 feet thick. It lays 

0 feet above the hundred foot, The recom- 








mendation of the field is that the drilling will 
only be from 900 feet in the valleys to 1,200 
feet on the hills, with one string of casing 
about 300 to 400 feet. The oil is a brown green, 
45 gravity, and with a good cold test, and if 
tanks are properly covered, steaming will be 
unnecessary. There has been considerable 
leasing going on in the vicinity and the pool 
will b2 developed without delay. 

Wednesday. Jan, 14. 

‘There appeared to be a feeling of more con- 
fidence this morning, and sales were effected 
at 9414c,a gain of 4c over the closing price of 
yesterday. As there proved to be rather more 
sellers than buyers at this figure the market 
sooon eased off a trifle, but buyers proved 
scarce. When reports came of selling on the 
Bradford Exchange the local market eased off 
to 74c, and continued at that figure to the 
close, there being few bidders and not many 
offers to sell. Withal the day proved dull and 
uninteresting, tbere being scarcely a feature 
worthy of note. The close showed a loss for 
the day of 4c, and this was also the extent 
of the variations. The sales amounted 
to only 22,000 bbls. Buckeyes attracted atten- 
tion at the start,and under fair bidding ad- 
vanced from 2l}éc, the opening price, to 22c, 
but towards noon some offers to sell caused a 
drop to 19c, which continued the price to the 
close, 20,000 bbis having changed hands. Jn 
the Wildwood field Barnsdall, Gillespie & 
Andrews’ Nu. 7 Kress well poured out the fiuid 
at 30 barrels an hour, or 720 barrels a day. The 
original Ringeizen well was reported as flow- 
ing 650 barrels a day. The Roth Oil Company's 
No. 8 (or 9) was agitated and its production 
afterwards rated at 100 barrelsan hour. At 
Coraopolis the big gas well struck on Tuesday 
on the Jolley farm is said to be a regular 
rusher. An attempt was made to run the 
tools to drill a little more, but the current was 
too strong, and the tools wouldn’t strike the 
bottom hard enough to do good, so the 
attempt was abandoned. It might be worth 
more to its owners, Black & Emerson,.than a 
5U-barrel oil well.. They are making arrange- 
ments to let the People’s Gas Company have 
the best of it.

Advices from the producing fleids have 
proved discouraging to those who had hoped 
for better prices, and those who are ever realy 
to hammer the market were not slow to take 
advantage of the reports of big gushers in the 
Wildwood field. The result was that the open- 
ing sale was made at 73}¢c, making a decline 
from yesterday's close of }4c,but the amount 
of oil offered at this figure was not large, and 
when there was an effort to secure oil the 
operators succeeded in raising the price to 
74c, which was the highest reacheJ. During 
the afternoon reports came of free of- 
ferings on the Bradford Exchange, with 
decling prices, and the local market re 
sponded promptly, the figures receding 
steadily to 73!4c, although the amount of oi! 
changing hands was smal). Late in the day 
efforts to sell again brought the price down to 
734c, thus resulting in no change for the day, 
while the variatious were to the extent of %c 
The sales amounted to 48,000 bbls. There wus 
s)me bidding for Buckeyes, bringing about an 
advance in the settling price to 20:4c, but no 
sales. In the Wildwood field Barnsdall & Gilles- 
pie tapped the No. 7,0n the Ktess farm, and 
it begun to flow at the rate of 50 bbls an hour, 
and has been keeping up that gait all day. This 
well is lr cated ahead and to the right of de- 
velopments on the Kress farm, and would 
indicate from the good showing on top of the 
sand that the most productive part of the 
southwest extension is to the right of the 
Ringheisen. No. 6, on the same farm, is 
through the hundred-foot, and they have 
completed rigs for Nos. 11 and 12. The same 
company shot their No.4 Zeigenhein and in- 
ereased its production to 10 bbla an hour. 
At Harmony the town lot operators 
are getting the worst, of it. The “M. 
v.’s” well, on the M. Zeigler farm, and 
located 3800 feet south of the Duffy well, 
is through the sand and dry. This makes the 


third dry hole in this field. Brackney & Co.,, 


on the A. Zeigler farm, is five bits in the sand 
and showing a little oil. Younkins, Dale a 
Thompson, On the Harper lot, is showing for a 
smali well. Latshaw, Cunningham & Co., on 
lot 81, is still flowing some. The Niece well 
on the Keifer lot was shot and the well is 
flowing by heads, but the shot did not improve 
it materially. The Latshaw well, about 500 
feet north of the Niece well, seems to be 
taking the oil from the latter.

Further reports from the Wildwood field 
showing the production to have increased to 
fully 18,000 bbls per day tended to make the 
operators timid, while some became anxious 
to sell, This condition of affairs was sufficient 
to bring the opening price down to 72%o, a 
drop of 54c from the close of y2sterday. At 
this igure there appeared to be a number an- 
xious to“get out from under” as they feared a 
bad break, but there followed adecline of only 
one point as buyers appeared willing to take oil 
at 7334c. During the noon hour accessions were 
made to the number of biddersand the price 
again moved above 73c,and under fair trading 
reached 7334c, but eased off again to 734c, at 
which the market closed rather strong. This 
made a gain for the day of 1c under a range 
to quotations of S¢c. Trading showed some 
improvement and resulted in sales of 80,000 
bbls, which included 5,000 bbls cash at 72\4ce. 
Buckeyes were entirely neglected, but the 
settling price remained at 24c. In the Wild- 
wood field Guffey, Qreen & Forest Oii Com- 
pany tapped the pay in their No. 5, onthe 
Ralshouse 30 acres, and it began to flow at the 
rate of 40 bbis an hour. Barnsdall & Gilles- 
pie drilled their No. 7, Kress, deeper, and 
increased its production to 90 barrels an hour. 
Gibson & Giles have drilled their No. 20, on 
the Scouts lot to the fourth sand, and, it was re- 
ported, increased the production to 900 bbls a 
day. This is the second well in the field to de- 
velop a good fourth sand. The Roth Oil Co. 
got a strong flow of gas in the gassand at the r 
well on the Keyle farm. It took some lively 
work to keep the rig from being cremated. 
The Fisher Oil Co. have a well on the Stewart 
farm, seven miles south of the Ohio river, on 
the Montour railroad that isa veritable won- 
der and_a surprise to her owners. The well was 
drilled to the hundred foot several months 
since and started off at about 20 bbis a day. 
The production like many of the hundred 
foot wells in Butler county, has steadily in- 
crease till it is now doing 75 bbis a day.

A little bidding this morning gave the ap- 
pearance of more confidence, but the develop- 
ments were not particularly assuring. The 
opening at 73!4c showed a slight improvement 
over yesterday’s close, and this was also the 
lowest price of the day, although the bidding 
was extremely light. Late in the session a 
slight spurt of bidding sent the price up to 
7334¢, at which the market closed, showing a 
gain for the day of }¢c, which also represents 
the extent of the variations, The sales 
amounted to only 28,000 bbls, which includes 
2,000 bbls Moncay at 72,gc. The news from the 
producing fields‘was somewhat conflicting, 
but apparently had no influence on the mar- 
ket, tbe hardening being due to trading in- 
fluences. Buckeyes were again entirely neg- 
lected, but were not quotably changed. In the 
Wildwood field the tools were run in Barna~ 
dall, Giliespie & Andrews’ No.7 Kress well, 
and afterwards the tank gauged 100 bbis 
an hour.

The Bowman gasser on the Whilte« 
sell has been disconnected from the Bridge- 
water gas line, turned into the tank and 
was reported as flowing 100 barrels a day 
without any drilling. It had previously made 
about 40. At Harmony Sucton & Christie’s No. 2 
Zeigicr, 1,000 or.1,50) feet north of No, 1, is 
said to be good for 200 barrels a day. The Pill, 
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or Great Medicine well, owned by Drs. Cun 
ningbam & Redman, near the original Swam 
poodle, isdown and dry. Latshaw, Cunning- 
ram & Oo.’s well on the Kretzer lot, Swam- 
poodie tract, is down and showing for a fair 
producer. The daily output of the McCurdy 
well, at Mansfield, it seems, has been over- 
stated. It was gauged for an hour or two, 
during which time it tlowed at the rate of 
only 15 barrels an hour, or less than 400 barrels 
a day, whereas it had been reported as doing 
800 or 900 barrels.

ports from the Western exchanges, and th2 
price advanced steadily to 7ic. This in turn 
brought a few sellers to the ring and the mar- 
ket eased off, closing rather dull and unsettled 
at 73%4c.

Giles & Gibson’s well on 
the Scott lot has increased its production to 
900 bbls. a day from the fourth sand, The 
Wahle & Bishop well, on the Jake Dambach 
farm, west of Callery, is flowing 25 bbis. a day. 
The well made a good showing when first 
drilled in, but the owners concluded to tube 
the well and pump it and it quit flowing. In 
the Hundred-Foot field, Griesbaugh & Co., on 
the Casper Fehl farm, are in the sand, and 
will have a good well. Patterson & Co. No. 4, 
onthe Barnhart farm, is making 100 bbis. a 
day, a very creditable record for a well that 
promised for a duster when first started to 
pumping.

steppe, overa labyrinth of oil pipes, brings 
One to Balachani, which in the distance 
looks like a Bavarian landscape, 
thickly planted with the cone-shaped 
trees one finds in German toy boxes. 
As one gets nearer the scene changes, 
and assumes the appearance of a num- 
ber of those little village churches one 
is accustomed to see in England jumbled to- 
gether, but with four sided conical towers in- 
stead of the square,such as one is familiar 
with, There are several hundreds of these 
structures grouped over a small area, cover- 
ing the machinnry by which the oil is extract- 
ed from the depths of the earth. In many 
cases they are not more than from fifty to 
seventy feet apart; and one has the peculiar 
phenomenon presentedof two wells within a 
few yards of each other, of which one is dry 
and the other yielding its four or five thousand 
poods a day.Before going further into figures, 
I may just as wellsay here that the Russian 
pood weighes as nearly as possible thirty-six 
English pounds, and that there are nearly 
sixty-two poods to the ton. 

The great trouble of the Raku oil field is 
that there is no rule in the matter of well 
sinking. Capitaland labor may be expended 
without any result in one spot, and fifty yards 
off oil is struck. Here oil will give out after 
a few months or even weeks, and there, 
after years of pumping, there is no 
perceptible diminution of supply. Thoave- 
rage depth at which oil is found is 700 feet; 
wells sunk much below this have not, as far as 
I could learn, produced much, if any, result, 
A few days before my arrival here, the firm of 
Liasonoff, after sinking a well at Sabundji to 
the normal depth, and finding nothing, were 
on the point of abandoning the boring when a 
sudden explosion of gas and oil, mixed with 
sand, mud and stones, took place, carrying 
everything before it. Pieces of machinery, 
weighing several hundreds of pounds, were 
hurled over two hundred feet in the air 
through the wooden structure covering tbe 
work, and pieces of rock, weighing thirty or 
forty pounds, were ejected from the fountain 
in such quantity during nearly two hours as 
to constitute a veritable bombardment. Sev- 
eral persens were wounded by the flying 
fragments, and for about a hundred yards 
round the roofs of the cottages inhabited by 
the families of the workmen looked as though 
shot and shell had made havoc of them. To 
prevent further disaster and a waste of oil, 
the fountain was stopped as soon as the first 





force of the explosion wasspent until the flow 
can be properly regulated, so that I lost the 
opportunity of seeing itin full play. A few 
hundred yards off, however, I was able to see 
a fountain which is throwing out from thirty 
to fifty thousand poods of naphtha every 
twenty-four hours, according to the pressure 
below, which varies considerably.This fountain 
belongs to the well-known firm of Nobel, and 
has now been pouring out its treasure for ten 
months without intermission. It can well be 
imagined with what envy the owners of works 
whose wells have to be laboriously worked, 
watched the increasing flow of the Nobel 
fountain, whose dark green stream, with its 
red-brown foam, is running gold. But evena 
flowing well does not mean happiness just 
now, with the rise in the rouble, and the con- 
sequent stoppage of export, 

It seems desirable that a good survey of the 
oil field should be made, giving the depth at 
which oil has been found below sea level, In 
this way it might be possible in conjunction 
with careful observations of the geological 
formation and stratification which could easi- 
ly be made during the sinking of the 
wells, if they have not been already 
made to find a basis on which to 
form some estimate of the source of the 
naphtha supply and the extent of the region 
in which it isto be found. As yet everything 
relating to it is merely speculative. I was 
told that already in various portions of the 
oil-field there has been noticed a visible de- 
pression in the level of the surface, 
The climate of Baku leaves much to be 
desired as far as I can judge from 
an experience of two days. The first day was 
dull and cloudy; to-day a sand storm is raging 
that fairly rivals a Minnesota blizzard. Not- 
withstanding that Baku is on the shores of 
the Caspian, the country is almost as arid and 
waterless as the Sahara. It never rains, prop- 
erly speaking, at Baku; “the sky weeps,” as 
they say there, occasionally. The conse- 
quence is that there is no good water to 
drink, and vegetation is scanty. The fruit 
and vegetables in the bazaars come across the 
Caspian from Persia or Turkestan, and from 
other parts of the Caucasus. Artesian wells 
might remedy this, but as yet the matter has 
not been taken in hand, as the aborigines of 
Baku rather like brackish water with a slight 
suspicion of petroleum; and the few outsiders 
who frequent that region put up with it as 
one of the incidents of the place, or take to 
the really good Caucasus wines as a substi- 
tute. Since beginning this letter I learn that 
there is a fear that there may be something 
like a crash unless the rouble goes down, and 


export revives. 


Musk, Natural and Synthetic 


The trade in musk has been more or less dis- 
turbed throughout the year by the introduc- 
tion, in January last, of a synthetic coal-tar 
product offered to consumers as **Musc-Baur.”’ 
and which is claimed to be an effective substi- 
tute for natural musk. The compound was 
invented by a German chemist, who sold his 
rights to a French syndicate composed of the 
same chemical manufacturers who are respon- 
sible for the successful introduction of vanil- 
lin and coumarin, and a well-known firm of 
essential-oil distillers. The introduction of 
the new product was followed by a panic in 
the musk market, and for some weeks animal 
musk became almost unsaleble. Gradually, 
however. the market recovered to some ex- 
tent its stability, and during the latter part 
of the year comparatively little has been heard 
of the synthetic product, Nevertheless, the 
price of Tonquin musk, whether for this or 
other reasons, has generally remained lower 
than before the introduction of the new com- 
pound.—Chemist and Druggist.

There isa steidy improvement in the vol- 
ume of business in drugs, and though pur- 
chases are as a rule confined to the small 
parcels indicated by current requirements, 
a large quantity of goods is being turned 
over. With the improvement in trade comes 
a more confident feeling and as a result, most 
ofthe changes occurring during the week 
have been in the direction of higher prices.

Opium. 

The opium market has been much de- 
pressed during the week, principaliy on 
account of weak advices from the primary 
markets. Buyers have shown no disposition 
to operate on a large scale, and the market has 
been exceedingly dull. There have been sev- 
eral reported sales at $205@210 for natural, 
but so far as we can learn the buyers would 
not take more than one or two cases at these 
extremely low prices. It is intimated that $2 
would be accepted by some holders, but this ia 
supposed to be the result of an effort to bear 
the market in the interest of large operators. 
The downward movement in Smyrna seems to 
have been checked, the latest advices speaaing 
of a steadier feeling. The situation is reviewed 
in our editorial column. 


Quinine. 

A decided improvement in the consuming 
demand for quinine has served to give holders 
more confidence, but at the same time there is 
no quotable change in prices. Nominally 244@ 
%ec is quoted for large bulk, and in one in- 
stance at least 26c is named, but we hear of 
sales of Milan at 24c,and it is intimated that 
holders of other brands would accept that 
price on a firm offer. A lotof B & 8, arrived 
recently on a vessel whose cargo was dam- 
aged, is offered at 23}¢c net cash, without 
brokerage, but wiil not be in deliverable shape 
fora week ortwo. The first Amsterdam sale 
of bark for the new year will be held on 
Thursday next. About 215 tons will be offered.

Alcohol is reported to be in good demand at 
steady and unchanged prices. We quote $2 22 
@2 24 less the rebate of 5c per gallon, payable 
at the end of six months.” 

Borax, particularly crystals, isin very small 
stock and consequently the firm tone of the 
market is maintained, aithough at present 
there is not an urgent demand. 

Barbadoes tar, true, is held 40@60c, as to 
seller, but there are cheaper grades on the 
market which it is claimed, are adulterated. A 
fair demand prevails. 

Burgundy pitch is seliing fairly and is firmly 
held at 234c. Sales of 35 stands are reported 
at that price. 

Citric acid is held at 43c in kegs by the man- 
utacturers, but lots from second hands are 
offering at }gc less. A good consuming de- 
mand is reported. 

Cod liver oil of the Norwegian variety is 
very firm and most holders now name $21 as 
an inside price, although some oil is still pro- 
curable at $20. There is a good deal of in- 
quiry but as buyers and sellers are apart in 
their views we hear of little business. At 
the recent fire in the storage warehouse foot 
of West Twelfth street, over a hundred bar- 
rels of prime Norwegian cod liver oil were 
consumed, which fact helps to strengthen the 
Market. There is some stock on the way, but 
it is doubtful if any of it could be secured at 
less than current spot prices.

Guarana is easy and although the nominal 
quotation remains $230, it is intimated that 
less will buy. 

Hops are lower and the market ie unsettled, 
owing to some pressure tosell.

Juniper berries 
are firmer, in sympathy with foreign advices, 
and 2}¢c is now said to te an inside price. Sup- 
plies are light. 

Essential Oil's. 

The market generally presents a quiet ap- 
pearance only a few articles on the list at- 
tracting attention. Peppermint oil is quiet 
but the market is firm. For case oil $34.@ 
350 isthe general quotation, $375 being de- 
manded in some instances. A bid of $3 30 was 
refused for 50cases. New crop bergamot is 
offering at $390. The other Messina cssences 
remain firm. For sassafras oil there is a good 
jobbing demand at full pricee.

Cinchona in 1890. 

From the reports published in the last issue 
of the Chemist and Druggist, received by us, 
we take the following: 

The total quantity of cinchona bark offered 
by auction in Amsterdam in 1890 was 3,271,054 
kilos., an increase of 58 per cent. upon the 
quantity offered in 188y (2,073,921 kilos.), and 
fully 2°25 per cent. upon 1888 (1,435,647 kilos.). 
The tellowing shows the composition of the 
Java barks, which form practically the whole 
of the Amsterdam supply:

The average proportion in sulphate of qui- 
nine of the manufacturing barks was in 1888, 
4°20 per cent.; in 1889, 4°12 per cent., and in 
1890, 4 per cent. The richest parcel of the 
year was offered for sale on June 5. It con- 
sisted of 13. bales Ledger stem bark, in broken 
quill, from the Government plantations, and 
analyzed 9°42 per cent. of quinine sulphate. 
The Dutch broker who sends us these particu- 
lars estimates the total quantity sold by 
auction in London during the year at about 
5,000,000 kilos., averaging 244 per cent. quinipe 
sulphate, and being equal, therefore, to about 
8,938,000 ounces. The total of bark sold in 
Amsterdam equalled (according to the pub- 
lished analyses) 121,420 kilos. (about 4,260,L00 
ounces) sulphate of quinine. If these esti- 
mates are correct, the combined auction sales 
of bark in London and Amsterdam during 
1890 have represented 5,188,000 ounces quinine 
sulphate. 
- The exports of cinchona bark from Java 
during the period from July 1 to October 31 
are by far the largest of any corresponding 
section of the last five years. This is all the 
more noteworthy as the increase is entirely 
due to the enhanced production of the private 
plantations. The Government plantations, in 
fact, have this year only exported about one- 
fourth of their average July-October ship- 
ments. The following are the figures;

Only a moderate business is reported all 
around for the leading chemicals, since our 
last review. There are plenty of orders in the 
market, but at such low figures as not to be 
acceptable; consequently buyers and sellers 
are apart, and are likely to remain so, as re- 
gards caustic soda. The arrivals of all grades 
have been quite free, hence little complaint is 
heard about short stocks, though no surplus 
is being pressed on the market. Nitrate of 
soda is higher and tending upwards. also Eng- 
lish sal soda. Chlorate of potash is firmer and 
the same may be said of salt cake. The other 
changes are all noted below. Messrs. 
J.P. Brunner & Co., in speaking of the 
Liverpool market under date of Jan. 7%, say: 
‘During the past fortnight, business has been 
principally of a holiday character, but buyers 
are beginning now to show more disposition 
to operate. Prices are about unchanged, 
there being little to be had at under alkali 
Co.’s quotations. Soda ash;manufacturers are 
well filled with orders at present, and little to 
be had for prompt delivery. We quote caus- 
tic ash 48% 1 5-16@15¢d, High test 
caustic ash 134@1}d. Carbonated ash 
(4@144d for any strength. Soda crystals 
steady, at £3 10s per ton minimum quotation. 
Caustic soda; Rather more business doing,and 
buyers have to pay “union” prices, there 
being no resellers. The folloving are the 
minimum prices: 60% 70% 748 76% 
Prompt or Jan-March.£10 £11 5s £125s £13 58 
Jan-June or all 1891..£915s £11 £12 £13 


jeaching powder quiet, but scarce, at £7 
remains “union” minimum price, while some 
second hand lots have been sold at 2s 6d less, 
but no resale parcels offering at the clcse. 
Chlorate of potash inactive at 544d per pound 
for prompt delivery and 5}44@6d asked for 1891, 
Bicarb soda firm, at £7 per ton and upwards, 
for cwt kegs. according to brand and quan- 
tity, with usual allowances for larger pack- 
ages.”” 





Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash 48% of the various Liv- 
erpool makes is in light stock on the spot. 
The recent fire in one of the large warehouses 
damaged about 150 tons, consequently the 
available stock isso much further reduced as 
to leave almost none worth speaking about. 
There has been considerable inquiry for fu- 
ture shipments, but at the moment buyers 
and sel'ers are apart in their views. There 
have been sales of 200 tons for early spring 
delivery at 1 5644@1 57}<c as to make and quan- 
tity. ‘Several offers of 150c have been de- 
clined for large shipments to come forward 
during the first part of the year. For small 
jobbing lots they are quoting 1 60@1 65c as to 
quantity and holder. High test 1s without 
special featnre. The demand beiug light is 
satisfied at 150@1 5ic as to make, quantity, 
holder and date of delivery. 


Caustic soda ash, 48%, is very dull at the mo- 
ment, there being only a light jobbing de- 
mand to meet current requirements, which 
are procurable at prices ranging from 160@ 
165c asto quantity and holder. For ship- 
ments to come forward during the spring and 
early summer, buyers’ views are so much be- 
low those entertained by sellers that no busi- 
ness has resulted of any importance. Sales 
are reported of 150 tons at 1 55@1 57}4c, as to 
quantity and holder. High test ground is 
meeting with more demand, with several sales 
reported for shipment on private terms. 


Alkali, 48%,eof the various makes, is only 
wanted in a limited way at the moment. 
Stocks, however, are ample to meet all re- 
quirements. BM is well sold up till May, 
though considerable has bee . done from thea 
forward. Sales aggregating 800 tons at prices 
ranging from 1 60@1 65c, as to quantity and 
date of delivery. Tbe arrivals of high test 
BM have been quite free, consequently hold- 
ers are in better shape to meet the current 
wantsof the trade. Fur shipments extending 
through the year there has been considerable 
done, the sales aggregating 4,000 tons at 1 50@ 
155, as to quantity and date of delivery; also 
250 tons in lots from dock at 1 57}4@1 60c, as 
to quantity and holder. The other makes are 
meeting with an improved demand as well as 
strong competition, specially in the West, 


where several large buyers have been in the 
market. For shipments they are quoting 1 50 
@1 52}4c as to make and holder, with 1 45c bid 
and declined for a round lot. 

Caustic soda, 60%, has ruled quiet but steady 
during the past week. There has been several 
low offers in the market for shipments. but as 
buyers’ ideas were about 325¢c no busi- 
ness has resulted. There has, however, beena 
few sales for shipment, 250 drums at 3 30c for 
January to April; also 125 drums on the spot 
in jobbing orders at 334@3 40c,as to quantity 
and holder. Solvay 60% is also in request at 
previous figures. There have been several ar- 
rivals of both 70-74% to hand since our last, all 
which have gone into consumption. There 
were several re-sales from dock at 3 07}44@3 J0c 
as to quantity and holder, about 500 drums. 
For shipments up to May 3 0744@8 10c is asked, 
though buyers’ views are in the neighborhood 
of 3@3 05c, all of which have been declined for 
several hundred drums. For spot lots in job- 
bing orders the price ranges from 344@3 15c, as 
to quantity and holder. Solvay 70% is well 
sold upfor several months to come at full 
prices. There have been further sales of 76% 
for shipment at330c. Thestock of 77% is light 
on the spot; fur shipment they are quoting 3 10 
@3e, as to quantity. 

Salt cake is tending to a higher range of val- 
ues, both for spot and for future shipments. 
The recent arrivals have all been placed for 
consumption, consequently there is nothing 
now obtainable either on spot or due under 
75@80c as to make, quantity and date of de- 
livery for Liverpool and New Castle makes, 
and held at the same figures. Domestic mak- 
ers all report an increased demand both for 
spot and future deliveries, sales are reported 
of 150 tons at 70@75c as to make, quantity and 
place of delivery. 


Sal Soda, English—Since our last there has 
been considerable stock damaged by fire. 
though this has not had any perceptible ef- 
fect upon the market. Higher prices from 
abroad and more inquiry here for future 
shipments has given a stronger tone to the 
market. For shipments 1 0744@1 10c, as to 
make, quantity and date of delivery,is lowest 
named, with sales of 600 tons reported within 
the range. For jobbing parcels on the spot 
they are now quoting 144@1 20c, as to make, 
quantity and holder. Domestic makers are 
all filling their increased orders at 1 10@1 l5c, 
fob less 144% for cash, as to quantity and 
style of package. 


Bleach is without animation, the market not 
yet having recovered from the effects of the 
holidays. There is only a small jobbing trade 
in progress which is satisfied at prices ranging 
from $175@1 85c, as to make, quantity and 
hoider. For future contracts there is only a 
light demand as buyers and sellers are still 
apart. 


Acids. 

Acetic Acld—There is no change in tke po- 
sition of the market since our last report. 
Buyers are only taking such quantities as 
their immediate necessities require. The gen- 
eral quotation ranges from 165@170c as to 
make and holder with sales of 50 bbis in job- 
bing orders within the rang, There are other 
parties, however,who are quoting a shade un- 
der these prices, but no important transac- 
tions have been made. 


Muriatic and nitric acids are without special 
feature; the tendency of the market, how- 
ever, is toa higher range of values. For the 
present prices remain steady and unchanged. 

Oxalic Acid—Since our last report the mar- 
ket has been cleared of the recent arrivals, 
which were being offered freely from dock at 
7i4c. The sales comprise 25 casks in lots at 
754@734c, as to brand, quantity and holder. 

Cream Tartar—The unsettled condtion of 
the market for this article prevails, and at 
the moment it is almost impossible to givea 
correct quotation. Buyers are only purchas- 
ing such lots as they may require for imme- 
diate use, at prices ranging from A@24}éc for 
either crystals or powdered as to maker and 
quantity. 

Tartaric Acid—Our remarks in a previous 
issue would apply at the present writing. In 
the absence of any agreement among the 
makers, prices are still unsettled and nomin- 
ally quoted at 30@3lc for crystals and 31@32c 
for powdered, as to quantity, make and 
holder. 

Sulphuric Acid—Rather more business is re- 
ported in a jobbing way since our lass review, 
with prices rather firmer all around. The 
outlook, however, is far from promising, ‘tas 
one can’t tell what a day may bring forth” is 


frequently heard among the trade. Chamber

Enclosed I hand you some statistics as taken 
from the Baku Caspia reports compiled by 
Gann & Koloboff, Of the oil situation gen- 


erally there is not much to be said. The prices 
have declined from 7 to 444 kopecks per pood, 
partly on account of a slight increase in pro- 
duction, but principally on account of the 
Volga having closed. Exploitation is very 
active, but all confined to the old territory. 
The producers have appealed to the govern- 
ment to be permitted to drill outside of for- 
mer limits, and it is expected this will be 
granted, but unless it is, no great increase 
can reasonably be expected to the present 
production. 

Owing to the high prices of crude and the 
low price of refined, there is great distress 
among the refiners. There are some 200 refin- 
eries here, and during the last six months not 
more than half of them have been able to run 
atall. Principally those who have their own 
production can afford to run. Many of the 
others have been compelled to run to fill con- 
tracts,but at such a loss that it will be strange 
if several cases of bankruptcy do not occur.

The general murket for dyes and dyestuffs 
has been without particular feature during 
the week under review, although the usual 
number of slight changes in quotations have 
been effected. The trading has been, in the 
main, of the customary jobbing description, 
there being few instanc2s where large lots 
have changed hands. 

Aniline colors continue to be called for in 
ordinary jobbing quantities, and there has 
been an apparent lack of important trading. 
Values have ruled fairly steady. but it is not 
possible to record any actual changes in the 
asking figures. Salts and oil continue to rule 
with firmness at previous figures. 

Allzarine—There has been a moderate job- 
bing business doing, but the market has lacked 
life, and quotations have been wholly without 
alteration. It is not possible to record a 
single item of interest. 

Albumen—The demand, which has been 
rather moderate, continues to be supplied 
with the foreign product, with both egg and 
blood ruling with firmness. Recent advices 
from abroad have not contained any special 
information concerning the foreign market, 
except that a firm feeling had been maintain- 
ed, while prices were steady, but practically 
unchanged. Noalterations in svat quotations 
can be noted. 

Bichromate of Potash has been in moder. 
ate jobbing request, with prices identical with 
a week ago, and quoted steady. Bichromate 
of Soda has found a moderate outlet at pre- 
vious rates. The demand being jobbing in 
character. 

Cutch—Beyond the fact that sales of some 
700 bags have been effected from vessel in 
port, at private terms, the situation of the 
market is entirely unaltered from a week ago 
and so far as can be learned this has been the 
extent of the trading. There has been nothing 
of fresh interest from abroad, and this is not 
to be wondered at, when the relative position 
of the two markets is taken into considera- 
tion. Quotations are nominal at 5354@tc. 

Dextrine—Values show no change froma 
week ago and the general tone of the market 
isone of tirmness, although outside lots are 
still obtainable at 5'4c, which is considered 
ab put 4c less than they should be, when the 
situation of the foreign market is taken into 
consideration. Recent advices from abroad 
are to the effect that the market is excessive- 
ly firm and relatively higher than ours, No 
particular demand has existed. 


Divi Divii—The market continues pratic- 
ally bare of stocks, and the quotations from 
first hands are nominal at $55,while small job- 
bing lots continue to bring $65. It is antici- 
pated that tbe new crop will shortly make its 
appearance, however, and the receipts should 
be plentiful which will of course tend to lower 
prices. The demand during the week has 
been decidedly limited. 


Dyewoods—The condition of the market for 
stick wood continues to favor the importers 
and it is believed that high prices will be a 
feature in the situation for a longer period 
than was at firat anticipated, some being of 
the opinion that they will prevail until April 
or May. During the interval there have been 
sales of 150 tons Gonaives at full prices; be- 
tween 400 and 500 tons same description of 
wood at prices ranging from $33 50@34 50 ac- 
cording to quality; 426 tons Cape Hayti wood 
at $25 and 425 tons St. Marc at $3350. The 
cargo uf Port de Paix wood referred to in our 
previous issue has also been delivered in Bos- 
ton at $36. Beyond the above transaction 
there have really been no new features. Ex- 
tracts are still selling at low prices, the de- 
mand being exceedingly moderate. 

Gambier appears to be quoted rather firmer, 
and the majoricy of dealers are inclined to 
name 5@5!4c. We are given sales, however, 
aggregating 400 bales at prices within the 
range of 434@47éc, the bulk of the transactions 
being at the latter figure. Buyers show a dis- 
inclination to purchase at the higher quota- 
tions, as they do not regard the 
prospect of advanced prices as at all 
bright, in view of the fact that the visible 
supply for the next four months is 35,000 bags, 
and at the rate supplies have been coming in 
of ‘ate, the invisible supplies, or that un- 
known quantity, which is received from Lon- 
don, will aggregate probably 15,000 bales more. 
Buyers are, therefore, only supplying their 
urgent requirements. 

Indigo—It is not possible to note any change 
in the spot market for Bengal indigo and the 
trading has been of unimportant dimensions, 
The sales in Calcutta have about finished, and 
recent advices confirm previous reports that 
the shipments to the United States will be 
only about one-half the quantity shipped last 
year. Prices are ruling firm, but are not quo- 
tably changed. 

Nutgalls—China and Aleppo galis continue 
without animation, there being only a moder- 
ate business doing. Nochange in the asking 
figures for either description can be noted. 

Prussiate of Potash dealers report a some- 
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what better demand, and in instances 254¢c has 
been obtained for parcels for spot delivery. 
Shipments are still obtainable at 24c, and other 
makers are quoting 25c for spot lots. 

With the exception that potato starch 
shows an increased firmness, there is nothing 
of fresh interest to note in this market. Corn 
Starch continues to sell at the recently re- 
duced prices, and while a fair business has 
been done,no special activity can be reported, 

Sumac—Sicily sumac would seem a trifle 
easier for shipment, although the spot mar- 
ket continues firm. There has been little al- 
teration in quotations and the demand is 
somewhat limited. Virginia has ruled steady 
at previous prices, with the market without 
special feature, 

Tin crystals continue to be quoted at 4@ 
i5c, accord'ng to package and quantity teken, 

and a number ofinquiries have been noted. 
The business, however, has been mainly on 
the jobbing order. 


Indigo in 1890. 


The statistics show a satisfactory increase 
in consumption during the past year, and a 
very reduced stock at the close, the statistics 
at every point comparing favorable with those 
of the last and preceding years. The very 
large crop of the previous season pressed 
heavily on the market during the first six 
mouts of the year, and prices gra‘iually de- 
clined. In July there was a small recovery, 
but in August the Bengal crop accounts,which 
had hitherto been extremely favorable, sud- 
denly changed, excessiye rains were reported, 
which caused floods and most serious injury 
to the growing crop in nearly every district, 
and prices in consequence advanced rapidly, 
all the decline of the early months was re- 
covered, and a further advance of 4d to 6d was 
established, that being the advance now rul- 
ing on our quotations of a year ago. The 
position of the market at present appears to 
be asound one. There is reasun to believe, 
though no precise figures are obtainable, that 
the stocks in consumers’ hands, particularly 
on the continent, are somewhat larger than 
usual, but on the other hand stocks in London 
and the various continental ports are mater- 
ially below those of last year, whilst the crops 
now in course of shipment, not only from 
Calcutta, but those also from Madras and 
Central America are undoubtedly much 
smaller than last season. We must, however, 
bear in mind that crop reports from the two 
jatter places are not always quite reliable. 
The greatest reduction isin the Bengal crop, 
which gives about 95,000 maunds only, against 
145,000 last year,a reduction of no less than 
50,000 maunds, or say 12,500 chests. Madras is 
expected to make 25 to 50 per cent. less, whilst 
from Central America, though a smaller crop 
is reported, the exact importance of the fall- 
ing off isnot known. With these favorable 
prospects, the advance in prices which has 
been estublished so far, is certainly most mod- 
erate, and the tendency should still be rather 
upwards, though at present, in the absence of 
any speculative feeling, our market keeps 
quiet. The supplies during the early months 
of the new year, will, no doubt, be sufficient 
for all requirements; it 18, therefore, only 
later on in the season that any scarcity of 
Indigo will be felt, and the full effect of the 
short crop on our market be realized. Con- 
siderable shipmeats having been made this 
year to London from Calcutta on planters’ 
account, our market will be likely to attract 
more than usual attention, as such an excell- 
ent assortment will be offering. We have no 
doubt that buyers will be able to supply them- 
selves at prices fairly on a Jevel with those 
ruling at present in Calcutta, which would be 
a satisfactory result to planters, and an en- 
couragement to ship more largely another 
year.—Mesars. Patry and Pastewr’s Annual Re- 
port. 
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Opium Smuggling. 


A St. Paul Pioneer Press Seattle, Wash. 
special says: “Investigation by a careful man 
sent from here to Victoria shows more than 
twenty opium refineriesin ful. blast, besides 
many smali establishments which fry out 
small amounts. for the three months ending 
September 13, 48,369 pounds of crude opium 
were landed at Vanccuver from Chinese 
steamships. Of this amount 5,749 were for- 
warded to New Westminster, 1,541 remain at 
Vancouver, and 41,319 pounds were sent to 
Victoria, where it was refined and smuggled 
across the American line. During the three 
months not a single pound of opium was law- 
fully passed through custom houses, Smug- 
gling is going forward all the time by Chinese 
steamer, and the opium business alone 
amounts to over a million dollarsa year. Be- 
sides this, Chinese are being smuggled over 
constantly. Although all coo!ies from China 
are first landed at Vancouver, nearly all come 
back to Victoria, where they are regularly 
worked over the sound and straits by smug- 
glers. It is believed that wealthy residents of 
Victoria are backing the smugglers and share 
in the profits. Sympathy is to a considerable 
extent, with those in the illicit business. Many 
small boats are to be seen in the Victoria har- 
bor, which are ostensibly fishing boats, but 
are in fact oweed Or controlled by smugglers. 
The arrest of Labelle, the smuggler kiog, 
caused a sensation in Victoria. Smugglers 
ere alse afraid of his testimony and that of 
Chester L. Terry; at one time United States 
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inspector, and who turned smuggler, but 
peing, after escaping, converted by Evange- 
list Moody, has a strong pull over his former 
friends, and will, in a few days stand trial 
hege. Still, with ali this, those engaged in 
running opium aud Chinese across the border 
are pretty bold. It is estimated that over 
fifty men are engaged in the traffic, and at 
jJeast thirty or forty boats. Most of the opium 
comes across at night to various points. Some

Claim.—1. The process for producing a new 
dioxynaphthaline-mono-sulphonic acid or its 
salts by melting the salts of alpha-naphthol 
alpha-disulphonic acid, 8. as described, with 
caustic alkali in a closed or an open vessel. 

2, As a new product of manufacture, the 
dioxynaphthaline-mono-sulphonic acid, 8. 
which has the following characteristics: The 
soda salt crystallizes in small white leaves 
which are easily soluble in water or alcohol of 
eighty per cent.: by adding perchloride of 
iron to a watery solution a dirty-green de- 
posit, and with some drops of percbloride of 
lime a changeable-green solution is formed, 
the latter being decolorized by using asurplus 
of perchloride of lime; the new acid or its 
salts gives with diazobenzene a new azo dye- 
stuff similar in shade to acid magenta, and 
with ortho-tetrazo-ditolyl or tetrazo-dipheny] 
ethers direct dyeing coloring matters of 
bright-blue shades. The acid has the follow- 
ing chemical formula:
